WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Secretary 
Hoover in ‘his’ report for the fiscal 
year 1927..which was made “public to- 
day, declared that. the rate “ot: real 
wages in ‘the United States during 
that’ period “remained higher. than 
anywhere else in. the world .or than 
at any other time in world history,” 

He also emphasized his conviction 
that this high-level of prosperity; 
was’the result of a génera} and 
permanent progress, based upon: 
sound fundamentals,.which. gave 
reason for the belief that satisfactory 
conditions would continue:- 

“The evidence of advance in wages 
is clear,” said Mr. Hoover: “Divid- 
ing the total amount ‘paid In wages 
by the average number of wage-earn- 
ers as reported. by the,census; of 
manufactures, the - average “annual: 
wage for 1925 is found to have been 
$1,280... This -average-.is for ~both 
sexes, all ages, and all degrees of 
skill. Adjusting. for changes. in, the 
buying power of money, the figure 
was at least 35 per cent. higher in 
1925 than in 1924, and that in the 
face of a considerable: ‘shieteninig of 
the working day.” 

Outstanding points developed by 
Mr. Hoover, an Pan accompanying 
report by EB. rand, fef of 
Division of Statistical Research, 
were that industry. had ,made great 
strides in efficiency which had been 
accompanied by the maintenance. of 
high wage levels, without rise in

would be followed by a definite stim- 
ulation of business in 1928, the year 
of a Presidential election. 
Previous Progress Continued. 

In ‘an economic review used as a 
foreword to his report Secretary 
Hoover said that the fiscal year 
ended July 1, 1927, “‘continued the 
economic progress which has now 
been characteristic of American in- 
dustry for six years.’’ This progress, 
he said, exceeded all previous ‘ rec- 
ords in volume of prod ion and 
consumption and in the physical 
que uantity of exports and imports, and

The outstanding achievements in 
civil aeronautics during the year, Mr. 
MacCracken said, included thé, inau- 
guration of scheduled commercial 
service’ over routes totaling 2,429 
miles, the contract by the Postoffice 
Department for postal operations be- 
tween New York and San Francisco 
at prices varying from 50 to 75 per 
cent. below the maximum allowed 
by th: Air Mail Contract law, the 
consummation of a contract between 
the American Railway Express Com- 
pany and a group of four air trans- 
port operators for aerial ress ser- 
vice on five routes totaling 4,459 
miles, an increase in air mail pound- 
age of 80 per cent. and the establish- 
ment of more than 100 air ports. 

While statistics were not available 
on the number of aircraft manu- 
factured: during the or fiscal 
year, production during the past six 
months exceeded the total production 
for the preceding callendar year. 

While the majority of air ial con- 
tractors sustained financial losses as 
a result of their. operations for the 
entire fiscal year, ~ MacCracken 
said that rhe the past three 
months a majority of them were 
making expenses and several showed 
satisfactory profits.

Richard Strauss's ‘‘Feursnot,”’ opera 
in. One act, after the text of Ernst 
von Wolzogen, tonight in the Metro- 


/politan Opera House. 


The performance of Strauss’s work 
attended by a large and. brilliant 
audience which included many people 
from New. York; was: preceded by a 
curtain raiser in the form of @ short 

lsopera, :‘‘Die Maeinkonigen,”’ 
attributed to Gluck, and known to 
have been composed. to celebrate a 
birthday .of Marie Antoinette. ..This 
pretty ‘little piece was performed on 
a small raised stage with’ an orches- 
tra of twenty-five. There was an un- 
expected intermission when all lights 
in the:theatre went out—an effect not 
planned by the management. Other- 
wise there were no material ia 

The -werk of Strauss. called, 
course, for. much more satethl te 
apparatus. This was a very ambi- 
tious undertaking for an opera com- 
pany, supported, by». public funds, 
which endeavors. to achieve effects 
of: rounded ensemble rather than ;to 
present leading singers of the day in 
oda. are parts. At the beginning 

oper formance was very shaky, but 
the nterpretation gained in security 
and spirit as it proceeded, and .the 
opera, in spite of immaturities and 
imperfections, justified the effort 
spent in its production. 


Preceded” ““‘Salome”’ by -Four Years. 


‘“Feursnot”’ followed Strauss’s first 

operatic’ failure, *‘Guntram,’’ by six 
years and by four. years- -his 
“Salome.” In the actual chronology 
of his works it comes between cer- 
tain of the great. symphonic poems: 
The fact is of particular reason be- 
cause of its immediate ee ee 
the symphonic poem > ‘‘Heldenleben.’’ 
In. that instrumental ‘work. Strauss 
stands revealed, as the ‘‘Helden’’— 
the hero, and there is a discordant 
passage labeled’ ‘“‘The Hero’s Ene- 
mies.’’ These are’ the critics’ who 
would not accept.Strauss, and a sour 
lot they.are represented to be by the 
malicious. tongues..of .his orchestra. 
In ‘‘Feursnot”’ Strauss’s rejoinders 
to. his critics are coéntinued. Here 
he’ is again the persecuted great 
man, pictured as the musical suc- 
céssor of Wagner, with quotations 
by the orchestra from other operas 
by Wagner and by Strauss. 

All this: is an old story in Europe, 
where this choice bit of Straussian 
autobiography saw the light in 1901. 
The origin of its story is found in a 
book of ‘Niederlandi meen epg ol 
publishéd: in Germany inl The 
tale of a “pleasingly ~ Leute att 
and medieval -nature,. was called 
“The Unextinguished ‘Fire at Ande- 
naerde.’’ . The. period of the opera 
is placed as the twelfth century. The 

lace is Munich, the occasion St. 
ohn’s . Eve. Children go through 
the stre. ts from house to house, col- 
lecting seavts for the’ bonfires -of 
the evenin They come to the house 
of Kunrad, student, dreamer, star- 
gazer, regarded by-.certain narrow 
and suspicious townsfolk as an evil 
magician, therefore shunned and 
feared by them: 

Kunrad is confronted with the 
beauty of Diemut, daughter of Burgo- 
master Sentlinger. He bids the chil- 
dren destroy the house of books and 
make of it a blazing fire. He ap- 
proaches Diemut and shames her by 
embracing her before the townspeo- 
ple in the market. place. The maiden, 
secretly enamoured - of the reputed 
mafician, is shamed and plots her 
revenge. 

She invites Kunrad to enter a bas- 
ket suspended. by a rope from her 
window. Pulling him up half-way, 
she leaves him exposed to the moc 
ery of the townsfolk. The “magi- 
cian,’’ enraged, denounces the mock- 
ing girl and prays that the people 
shall be deprived of fire. The town 
is suddenly in darkness and cold, and 
now the magician—Strauss in obvious 
and thinnest disguise—addresses “the 
people, He is not a magician, but the 
pupil of another great and wise man, 
whose name ‘was Richard. At: men- 
tion of this potent name the Valhalla 
motive from  Wagner’s ‘Ring 
echoes in the orchestra. Master Rich- 
ard, continues. the magician, had 
bidden: his disciple go back to the 
people who had driven him away- 
as the Miinchener’s drove out Wag- 
her and gave him to Baireuth--ani 
enlighten them. But ignorance and 
darkness have again conquered the 
truth, and there is only -one possible 
remedy. It is for the hitherto scorn- 
ful and unresponsible Diemut to scorn 
or accept her suitor, if the a 
are to be saved.

GERMANY AND RUSSIA. 


In the arms limitation discussions 
at..Geneva it is not unlikely .that 
Germany and Soviet Russia will be 
found together in pressing for dras- 
tic and speedy disarmament. Ger- 
many has already cited what she 
regards as the allied pledges of mili- 
tary reduction to follow her own 
disarmament. Russia for various 
reasons is stressing immediate and 
general disarmament.

There is 
pioneering: still to be done... - 

Such: a museum should not. only 
give direct ‘aid to industry and pro- 
mote knowledge; it should help to 
ennoble industry and give’ it’ the 
place.it should have alongside man’s 
art in other fields, because of what 
it has contributed in myriad ways 
to the making of . a: civilization 
which never has been static and 
doubtless never will be. . This project, 
so long in the thought, study and 
planning of a few,-is at last in the 
way of being realized. Europe has 
four great museums of: this type— 
“museums of the, new age,”’ Mr. 
GWYNNE has called them—Chicago 
is on the way with one and Wash- 
ington has large plans for the ex- 
tension of its exhibit in this: field. 
But’ New. York would be. the logical 
place for the greatest of -indus- 
trial museums. Mr. TOWNE, former 
President of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, made a large conditional 
bequest...for .““A.Museum _of...the 
Peaceful Arts,” and the Chamber 
of Commerce has given the proposal!

TWO MUSIC TEACHERS. 


Filial piety has. erected a monu- 
ment to the memory ofthe. late 
OSCAR HAMMERSTEIN in the form of 
a new theatre. It is a memorial 
which looks to the future rather 
than to present necessity. For New 
Yorkers in the thirty-five-year-age 
class and beyond, and for a consid- 
erable section of the American peo- 
ple outside of New York, the recol- 
lection of one of the most colorful 
personalities of the pre-war decade 
and of his activities in the operatic 
field are still vivid.. OSCAR HAMMER- 
STEIN might well have said in the 
familiar phrase that if one asks.for 
his monument it is only necessary to 
look around. Four large theatres in 
New York were a sort of apprentice- 
ship for his real career as ‘a. builder. 
of opera houses—two ‘in: New_York, 
one in Philadelphia,,one in London. 
The new Hammerstein’ Theatre 
with less than 1,300 seats is, in the 
reverse manner, a suggestive re- 
minder ‘of the man who thought if 
terms. of. great. auditoriums. He 
built them, lost them and cheerfully 
proceeded to build others. 

In the history of American mu- 
sical culture the original Manhattan 
Opera House, Thirty-fourth. Street, 
near Eighth Avenue, was much more 
than an auditorium. Without’ ceas- 
ing to be a builder HAMMERSTEIN 
became an impresario. His services 
were’ not ‘Confined to “bringing 
French opera’ to this country and 
endowing us with artists like MARY 
GARDEN anid RENAUD: Hammerstein 
competition put the Metropolitan 
Opera House on its mettle. The five 
years of rivalry is reputed to have 
cost HAMMERSTEIN - $2,000,000, but 
the veriture ‘was far from a-failure 
from the standpoint of his own sat- 
isfactions or of the results accruing 
to the musical-education and enjoy- 
ment of the public. New life was 
injected into the proceedings e+ the 
senior house on Broadway and For- 
tieth Street—-into management, ré- 
pertoire, cast and singing. - Chicago 
is the more direct ‘continuator of the 
Hammerstein tradition.’ “The Chicago 
Opera Company holds fairly close to 
the opéra comique which HAMMER- 
STEIN brought over) from Paris and 
has retained at least one of his dis- 
tinguished singers, . 

On the eve of the dedication of the 
Hammerstein Theatre there died at 
Boston another promoter of good 
music in a generation five years 
older than .OscaR HAMMERSTEIN’S. 
This is Henry W. SAVAGE of the 
fondly remembered. Castle Square 
Company.

Congress has. already approved 
one. huhdred-million-dollar public 
building program, and its mate died 
in the filibuster, at the close of the 
last» session. AS the country needs 
that sum several times over, the 
project issure'to be revived. Secre- 
tary MELLON and Postmaster Gen- 
eral NEw have themselves declared 
that New York State is urgently in 
need of $39,000,000 worth of new 
buildings. In the rude.old days of. 
the pork barrel they were. distrib- 
uted _ by Congressional favor. In 
these presumably more civilized 
times ‘the Treasury controls their 
allocation. Judge MANTON’sS com- 
mittee will have to wield two spears, 
one aimed at Secretary MELLON to 
persuade him to include in his pro- 
gram a new Federal Building -for 
New York City, andthe other 
pointed at Congress to make ‘sure 
that within the limitations of the tax 
reduction program sufficient sums 
are appropriated, without discrimi- 
natory restrictions which would pre- 
vent. the. reer a cca of that 
purpose. 

Even though exauperated by -the 
long delay, the city will not wish to 
be churlish about the matter. There 
is as yet no need to consider such 
extreme measures as stopping ele- 
vators or declaring the old building 
a fire hazard. Nevertheless, New 
York is entitled to relief from this 
encumbrance, and the lawyers, mer- 
chants and public < officials , who 
journey to Washington this Winter 
can speak with the eloquence born 
of a righteous cause.

COCHRAN RALLIES

Welker Cochran, 18.2 balkline 
champion of the world, captured 
both blocks of his special 18.1 balk- 
line match with Willie Hoppe at the 
Strand Academy yesterday and took 
the lead in the match, 1,200 to 1,100.
